WIND HAIL AND WATER
Kansas Towns Flooded by Cloudbursts

IIiiItu Tan Feat Under Water.
"Wichita, Kana, June 19. A heavy

storm visited this city and county last
evening. The streets in this city were
flooded and in many cases the sidewalks
were obstructed by fallen timbers and
hade trees. The worst part of the storm

centered at Mulvane, twelve miles .south.
The cloudburst flooded the entire

country, and grain fields were under
water which soon flooded culverts and
drains and so covered the Santa Fe rail-
road tracks as to put out. the fires iu the
engines, holding trains for several hours.
The town part of Mulvane was under
water to a depth of eight or ten feet and
many houses were moved off their foun-
dations. Boats improvised from wagon
beds and rafts made of lumber were
launched and the work of rescue began.
Probably twenty families were taken out
by this means.

There were no casualties, but the prop-
erty loss is heavy. Oue big wagon
bridge was carried out completely and
bumped up against a second bridge and
moved it from its foundation. The water
subsided rapidly after doing much dam-
age.

Clond-Iinr- n t at Klljworth.
Ellsworth, Kas., June 19. A cloud-

burst, accompanied by hail and highwind struck this place last night. Water
on the main streets was from two to four
feet deep, filling cellars and undermining
buildings, and a great deal of damage
was done. No reports have yet reached
the city from outlying districts, but the
damage to crops must have been great.

Wind and Hail at Osage City.
Osage City, Kans., June 19. A ter-

rific wind storm raged here last evening.
Glass was broken, trees blown down
and much damage done to small build-
ings west of here. The hail damaged
the corn badly and almost ruined wheat
Wheat was not in the shock.

Lbavenworth, June 419. Judge
Thomas today sentenced Sanders' com-
monweal army as follows: Thirteen men
fined $25 each and committed to the
Douglas county jail, at Lawrence; six
men, Sanders' staff officers, fined f50
each and committed to the Sedgwick
county jail, at Wichita; forty fined $20
each and taken to the Leavenworth
county jail; thirty-tw- o fined $20 each and
committed to the Wyandotte jail; thirty
fined $20 each and committed to the
Shawnee county jail, at Topeka. This
will effectually break up and disband the
army.

CAN TAKE CARE OP" THEM.
Sheriff Burdge gays He Has Room for the

AVealers.
The thirty wealers of Sanders' army

can be accommodated in the Shawnee
county jail without any inconvenience to
the sheriff in caring for his regular pris-
oners.

Sheriff Burdge will not hesitate to ac-

cept the prisoners sentenced to serve
their twenty days' sentence in his keep-
ing, as the government allows the sheriff
4o cents a day for caring for each pris-
oner.

VINETTE TALKS.
Will Have a Mass Meeting: Pretty Soon

but Don't Know Where.
Half a dozen more of the Vinette Cal-

ifornia commonwealers arrived today and
there are now thirty -- four here. Owing
to the fact that several of the Populists
are out of town there will be no meeting
Wednesday evening but Vinette and
some of his men will speak at a meeting
of the Home guards at their hall on east
Eighth street on that evening.

Vinette is a small man with a mustache
and brown eyes. He is a carpenter by
trade.

"There is no general to this army," he
said this afternoon. "About twenty-fiv- e

of our men who should have been here
today are at Emporia and will stay there
tonight to hear Governor Lewelling
speak. I see they are going to put
the Sanders army in jail. Well,
that is all right We are satisfied so
long as Uncle Sam has to feed us. He'll
get tired of that pretty soon and fix it so
we can have employment enough to live
on. We work some as we go along.
About thirty of the boys got work a
couple of weeks ago at Bowie, Arizona,
on a railroad, and will stay there as long
as the job holds out. I myself got work
on a house at Albuquerque and worked
several days.

"As to our route when we leave here,
I am not exactly prepared to say. I
have sent two men to Kansas City to see
what we can do toward emulating Artz's
example and taking the river. I don't
much like the idea, however, and prefer
to go overland if possible and talk to the
people as we go. We are only repre-
sentatives of the people after all and if
the people themselves are not kept up
to the idea so they can keep up the idea
behind us what will our petition in con-

gress amount to. We would be im-poste-

I believe in agitation.
"We will have a mass meeting but we

want to do it under the auspices of the
leading Populists here and the date has
not yet been agreed on."

Cliangre in the Chicago Derby.
Chicago, June 19. At almost the

eleventh hour the aspect of
the American derby field has
been radically changed. Matt
Byrnes, the $30,;00 son of Hampton,
heavily backed by his owner, Marcus
Daley, to win the Washington Park
classic, is reported to have suddenly gone
lame. The coit is said to have stepped
on a pebble at Jerome Park and split his
hoof.

Jod Ham Takes the Case Under ent

Court Mots.
The trial of the courthouse injunction

case was concluded in the district court
today, and Judge Hazen announced that
the case would be taken under advise-
ment. Ordinarily the case would not be
decided until next Monday, but the im-

portance of the matter as a public work
may lead to its being decided before that
time. Whichever way the case is decid-
ed there appears to be little doubt that it
will be carried to the supreme court.

Judge Webb, for the plaintiffs, asked
County Attorney Safford in court to
agree to act with them that the case be
advanced on the docket of the higher
court so as to have it speedily settled,
but Mr. Safford replied that he could not
do so until after consultation with the
board of county commissioners.

Judge W. C." Webb made the principal
argument in favor of the injunction of
the work. He claimed and cited a num-
ber of authorities to prove that a home-
stead, which the Jockheck property is,
possesses a sacred character which
makes it exempt from confiscation with-
out the owner's consent. He claimed
that any law in conflict with this was un-
constitutional.

He said that a homestead and a human
being are the most sacred things in the
jurisdiction of the court. He argued
also that the court house would be just
as desirable built out to the sidewalk as
further back, and mentioned the Topeka
federal building and the Kansas City
court house as examples of this.

Judge Hazen suggested to the attor-
neys that it would be well for them to
get together and agree on a statement of
facts, and the lawyers agreed to do so.

Urmy
who lives in the First ward denies that a
larger vote was polled at Saturday's pri-
maries than was polled two years ago, as
charged in the morning paper today,
lie has taken the trouble to hunt up the
correct figures and finds them to be as
follows:

Crusade Agra! nut Doctors Who Use the

Knife Without Sufficient Cinii.
St. Lours, June 19. Laparatomy has

its uses and abuses. Surgeons have rec-
ognized its uses for some time, but they
are beginning to discuss its abuses now.
The more conservative, physicians of
St. Louis are contemplating a cru-
sade against the incompetent wielders
of the surgeon's knife. Many physicians
have complained from time to time that
capital operations were being performed
when there was no necessity for them.
Of these operations laparatomy or cut-
ting into the abdomen seems to have
been the favorite of the amateurs.

Dr. Thomas O'Reilly, a prominent sur-
geon of this city, inspired by some inci-
dent which came to his knowledge in
his capacity as medical adviser, and
which he refuses to reveal, re-

cently wrote a letter to Health
Commissioner Homan, in which he called
Dr. lloman's attention to the many
deaths resulting from laparatomy.

He characterized the knife of the sur-
geon when employed in such operations
to be fully as dangerous as that of the
assassin, and in the name of humanity
asked Dr. Homan to protect sufferers from
this operation being performed except
where it was recommended by two or
more reputable physicians.

WITH BIIASS BANDS

Or With Arguments Shall the
Voters Be Enthused.

Frank Flenniken Prominent for
the Secretaryship,

At 5 o'clock this afternoon in the read-

ing room of the Copeland the new Re-

publican state central committee will
meet for organization.

It is conceded that Cy Leland of Troy,
who had served the party in that posi-
tion and who conducted Major Morrill's
Dominating - canvass is to be elected
chairman of the committee.

For the position of secretary, R F.
Flenniken of Emporia, who was for so
many years private secretary to the late
Senator Plumb, and who was secretary
of the state committee the year P. L
LSonebrake was cauirman, is the leading
candidate.

The principal candidate mentioned for
secretary in opposition to Mr. Flenniken
id Frank L. Brown of Garnett, a late can-
didate for the nomination for secretary
of state. Mr. Brown was secretary of
the committee which two years ago
spent most of the campaign fund in mak-
ing a poll of the state which provedworse than worthless and for that reason
his candidacy for secretary of the new
committee is not being received with en-
thusiasm.

If Mr. Flenniken is made secretary of
the committee it is understood that
Charles Martin of Salina, who was secre-
tary of the state convention, will be
made chief clerk and in that position he
will have charge of the details of the
campaign.The new committee is composed of the
following members:

Iu addition to the members of the com-

mittee all the candidates for state offices
are here to attend the meeting and make
their plans for the campaign. MajorMorrill wants the campaign to begin
September 1. He thinks that is early
enough. Just what kind of a campaignwill be conducted has not yet been
agreed upon, but it is certain that there
won't be any great amount of moneywasted in polling the state. Some of
the members of the committee favor an
old time brass band torchlight procession
campaign, in,which all that will be nec-
essary will be for the speakers to amuse
the crowds with funny stories about the
Democrats and abuse the present admin-
istration.

Another faction which seems lb be in
the minority, favors instructing the
speakers to explain the platform as an
endorsement of prohibition, and a pledgeto enforce the law, letting the brass band
business alone, and "redeeming" Kansas
by argument alone.

One thing which the new committee
must arrange for at this meeting is the
raising of a campaigu fund. There are
no state officers with large salaries to
assess and the large amount of cash nec-
essary to start the campaign forward
must be raised by voluntary subscrip-tions and assessment of the candidates.
In addition to this every Republican who
expects to be an applicant for a positionuuder the next administration must con-
tribute to the fund to be raised.

Fr.tnk Itruwu Withdrew.
At 3 o'clock this afternoon Frank L.

Brown informed a State Journal re-
porter that his nane would not be pre-sented to the committee as a candidate
for the position of secretary. Mr.
Brown's friend all now favor the selec-
tion of Frank Flenniken, and he will
probably be chosen for that position.

In Ohio, With A. L. Conger
in the Lead.

TARIFF A DEAD ISSUE

Says Col. Conger in a Statement
to the Press.

TheMcKinleyldea Led the Party
to Defeat,

It Would Be Political Suicide
in 1896.

Akron, Ohio, June 19. After repeated
refusals to be interviewed on his atti-
tude of opposition to the candidacy of
Gov. McKinley for the presidency and
his reasons therefor, CoL A. L. Conger
prepared the following typewritten
statement for the press. Though the
colonel did not say so, the statement is
understood to be the first authentic an-
nouncement of the plan of campaign
which is to be inaugurated against the
Ohio man by Tom Reed, of Maine, as
Conger is believed to be speaking with
the consent of his friends.

"I do not quite understand what ail
this political hubbub is about," said Col.
Conger, "but the people who are kick-
ing it up are killing off their candidate
and making votes for Tom Reed every
day. Garfield said in the Republican
national convention in 1830, and it has
been the law of the party ever since, that
every Republican should have the right
to criticise the action of our party leaders,
and went so far as to say that he should
not be ostracised or read out of his party
if for good reasons he could not vote for
his party candidate.

"1 have been educated for a high pro-
tectionist, but have been engaged in bus-
iness in some of the leading lines of
manufacture of this country for a number
of years, and during that time have
learned somethings by experience which
have changed my views upon the tariff
question. Governor McKinley is the
leader of our party in Ohio. The cor-

respondents sending out the news from,
our recent state convention said that
every plank in the platform was first'
submitted to the governor for his ap-
proval. They seek to commit the party
to the indorsement of the McKinley bill
for 1896. They also put another plank
in the platform straddling the silver
question. Of course we can fairly and
justly hold the governor responsible for
these two propositions as the platform
upon which he would stand in 189B.

Protection a Dead Issu.
"So far as the McKinley bill is con-

cerned, we lost the campaign in 1892
upon that issue. The Republican party
is for protection. The country has pros-
pered under it, but as we have grown
older we have needed less protec-
tion. We meant in our national
platform in 1880, or at least it was
the interpretation put upon it by
the party, that we had now reached a
point in our history when we could af-

ford to make reductions in the tariff.
This was so stated by our speakers on the
stump and by the Republican press, but
when we put forth the McKinley bill we
violated the pledges of the party, in-

creased duties, then went forth to battle
upon the proposition, and were beaten.
Kow it would simply be political suicide
to start out upon that proposition in 1896.

"We will take, for instance, the sub-
ject of binder twine. There are $300,-000,00- 0

of capital invested in the manu-
facture of agricultural implements and
farm machinery in this country, giving
employment, directly or indirectly, to
more than 300,0'i0 of American laboring
men. Whatever is good for the Ameri-
can farmer and will advance his inter-
ests is good for the interests of tue man-
ufacturers of agricultural machinery and
their employes. Their prosperity must
go hand in hand. Mauy of the leadingmanufacturers of agricultural imple-
ments were opposed to a duty on binder
twine."

DEPRAVITY IN BOSTON.
A Preacher 3Talcs a &enaational Disclos-

ure to 11 is Congregation.
Boston, Mass., June 19. "Boston, the

highest city of culture, is the lowest in
j morality." These were the striking
words of the Rev. Isaac J. Lansing at
the Park street Congregational church.
They were uttered in the course of his
sermon, the subject being 'A Moral Re-
vival Needed."

"I have held in my hand," he said later
in the sermon, "within the past week a
list of eighty places, principally on three
streets, where vice exists. The proprie-tors of these places of infamy have no
hesitancy iu making the location of these
dens public Oh, no. I have seen their
advertisement iu the papers in this city
on Sunday."

"A man," said he, "attired in a blue
shirt and plain clothes, came to me after
the morning-service- today."'Do you want to save the souls of
four young girls from a life of infamy,'
he asked.

"Most assuredly I do,' I at once an-
swered.

" 4 Well' said he, 'there is a mother, the
parent of these children, who has turned
them over to a life of infamy uuder her
own roof. I am' said he, 'a desperate
man, I have been to prison several
times, in fact my sustenance is even now
obtained by means of crime. Yet, bad as
1 am, I am not so far gone as to see these
children enter a life of slavery and per-
fidy without raising a hand to save
them. Will you save them?' he asked."

The "Beacon" Against Fusion.
The Wichita Beacon, which has been

the principal organ of the fusionists, will
not support the Populist state ticket this

Washington, June 19. Informer Sill

today resumed his general narrative to
the congressional investigation commit-
tee of the armor plate frauds at the Car-

negie works.
For three days he has been engaged

with Chairman Cummings of the commit-
tee in identifying specific falsifications
of reports made by SuperintendentCline. This identification is now com-

plete and in the aggregate presents a
startling array of detailed irregularities.

Sill identified Superintendent Cline's
handwriting on the various falsified re-

ports and gave the names of W. L. Cor-ri- s,

C.-H- . Craig and others who could
further identify the writing. Sill was
then examined on the explanatory letter
written by General Superintendent
Schwab of the Carnegie works.

The letters stated that the informers
had shown minor irregularities in the
worst possible light. Sill's answer to
this was that the identifications spoke for
themselves. The Schwab letter further
alleged that a few discontented work-
man had conspired to injure the com-

pany.
Siil denied that there was a conspir-

acy. He said the men were discontented
with Superintendent Cline. He further
refuted Schwab's statement that the in-

formers were men who had come in
during the big strike at the works in
hope of getting enormous wag"fes.

i Sill aid he was employed in the
I Carnegie works befuie the strike,
; and was one of those who did
not go out. Of the many who nad
given information to the government,
only three of them had entered the em-

ploy of the company during the strike
and only two were members of the amal-
gamated association of iron and steel
workers.
